Robert "Bob" Bamfield, the sec- 
ond oldest commercial traveller in 
Canada in age and the oldest in 
Canada in point of years of service 
on the road, was a visitor to Grims- 
by on Tuesday.

When he took on the line of 
harness goods the first order that 
be received was from the late Nel- 
son Culp, who conducted a harness 
shop in Grimsby for a great many 
years.
